Why Don’t They? 


“My government in the United King- 
dom have declared to the princes and 
people of India their desire to see India 
assume full freedom and _ independence 
within the British Commonwealth of Na- 
tions, on the basis of a constitution 
framed by Indians themselves, immediate- 
ly after the termination of hostilities. 

“In the meantime representatives of 
Indian political leaders were invited to co- 
operate. fully in the government of their 
country and in prosecution of the war. 

“I regret profoundly that hitherto 
they have not been willing to accept this 
offer, I sincerely hope wiser counsels may 
prevail and speedy and successful conclu- 
sion of these difficulties may be brought 
about through a wider measure of agree- 
ment among the Indian peoples them- 
selves.” 

In opening parliament the King on 
Wedensday thus stated the facts as to the 
attitude of Great Britain toward the de- 
mand for home rule in India, It was need- 
ful that they be re-stated, because in some 
quarters both in and outside the Empire 
there have of late been criticisms based on 
the impression that self-government was 
denied India. 

On the contrary self-government has 
been offered India, not once only but many 
times, on condition that the parties in 
India make up their minds as to what kind 
of a constitution they want. And Sir Staf- 
ford Cripps’ last word on the subject was 
assurance to the party leaders that the 
door to negotiation still stands open. They 
have not yet accepted the invitation thus 
extended to them.

Some of the weight has been taken off 
the Russians, and more must be taken to 
bolster the defenses along the Mediterran- 
ean from Spain to the Balkans, That area 
which hitherto only had to be policed with 
Mussolini's help now has to be manned 
and fortified, and already the railways 
through Rumania and Hungary are 
crowded with troop trains bringing sol- 
diers from the Russian front.

Now, a “typewriter strategist,” if 
serious, is not someone who con-

The fact is that in no army or 
navy do its own experts all agree. 
I say in no army—neither the Ger- 
man, the Italian, the former French, 
the British, nor ours. 

I make only one exception. Stu- 
dents of Russian military strategy 
find consistency in the Russian war 
plan, for the last 15 years, The 
purge of the generals was a politi- 
| cal matter, not a military, and their 


successors maintained the same 
general strategy. 
In the German army, on the 


other hand, it is now apparent that 
there have been sharp military 
cleavages concerning the war plan, 
which radically departs from the 
testamentary advice given the army 
by its modern founder, the brilliant 
General Von Sceckt.

Selective Service Policy Has Changed 


Board Has No Power 
Whatever to Enforce 


the Orders It Makes 


By GRANT DEXTER 

OTTAWA—Most people think of 
National Selective Service as the 
organization whose task it is to give 
to every Canadian the job he can 
do best in this war. Indeed these 
are the words used by Elliott Little, 
the director, in a national broadcast 
on April 8, 1942, some two weeks 
after he was appointed. 

The record, however, proves this 
is a mistaken idea. The confusioa 
which now exists is only in a minor 
way attributable to Mr. Little and 
his associates, It is the result of 
government policy which, it would 
seem, has swerved sharply since 
March 24. In consequence, the posi- 
tion with respect to the mobilization 
of manpower has become increas 
ingly complex, Right now it is a 
task shared by several agencies ot 
government. 


In retrospect, the action to mobil- 
ize manpower seems to have been 
halting and unsure. The explan- 
ation in part is to be found in cir- 
cumstances for which Mr. Little is 
not responsible. His contribution to 
present confusion has 
only to an apparent miscalculation 
of the powers and responsibilities 
of selective service. 


No Power

Speaking members the 
Women’s University club Thursday 
evening in the Medical Building, 
University of Alberta, Dr. Charlotte 
Whitton, C.B.E., of the bureau of 
public information, Ottawa, stated 
that the most significant develop- 
ment of the war is the share taken 
by the women in the services, 

Choosing as her topic “Women in 


the War Effort", Dr. Whitton ex- 
plained further that “500,000 women 


to of 


are needed in the services, and we | 


must search to see what we can 
honestly do to help the war. 

“Our most important ditty is the 
protection of the child in the shaken 
life of home and community. Child 
labor {s increasing: we must see to 
it that before children are taken 
from school, we have exhausted all 
possible adult labor,” Dr. Whitton 
said. 

The speaker went on to explain 
that great changes have come and 
are coming. “We have surrendered 
freedom on a lease-lend basis, for 
we must recover it later. 

“We must shake ourselves loose 
from our comfortable ways, because 
the very thinking we are doing 
now, will condition our efforts after 
the peace. 

“Every nation must have a mini- 
mum standard of living. We must 
be prepared to look at the world 
as a whole after the war, and not 
enforce again, an uneconomic peace. 
Now we are experiencing the re- 
straints of insufficiency in natural 
resources which our enemies have 
known for decades.” 

In conclusion, Dr. Whitton said. 
“Staying power, and faith are what 
will win in the end.”

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Possibility of 
War’s End in 
1944 is Seen 


LONDON, Nov. 13—(CP)—The 
smashing Allied cleanup in North 
Africa has brought needed relief 
to Russia, Field Marshal Jan 
Christiaan Smuts, prime minister 
of the Union of South Africa, said 
in a press conference today, add- 
ing that there now is a possibility 
of ending the war in 1944. 


He said “Ve wonderful changes 
the greatest of the last three years 
much more spectacular than I ex 
pected,” have taken place since the | 
beginning of the double-barrelled 
British and American offensive in 
North Africa 

“There has been a vast change 
n our favor,” he declared 
1943 OFFENSIVE YEAR 

The 72-year-old veteran South 
African soldier said he expected 


1943 would be “the great offensive 
year” for the Allies, and that if 
the Allied offensive could be press 
ed, the war might end in 1944 

The Germans have been forced 
to divert some of their forces 
from the Russian front to the 
west, he said, 

“We see at once a slackening of 
the attacking on Russia. There are 
reports of a great switch-over of 
the air force, infantry and armored 
units from the Russian front, in 
order to meet this potent new men- 
ace.

“It becomes probably the best 
way of helping Russia.” The North 
African campaign might prove 


more effective, in that respect than 
any northern assault the Allies 
might have undertaken, not only 
because it has taken some pressure 
off Russia, but because it opens a 
better avenue to the Far East, es- 
pecially India, Burma and China 

“The death blow may yet be 
started from China,” he said. 

“China is going to play a great 
part in this war, as far as the 
Orient is concerned.” 

The field marshal said there has 
been no suggestion that he partici- 
pate in efforts to settle the problem 
of India 

“To my mind, the Indian 
tion should remain an Indian ques 
The Indians must make peace 
themselves, and develop 
their own constitution.” 

Talk that Mohandas K. Gandi 
Indiag leader, is a fifth columnist 
“sheer nonsense,” he said. “He 
is one the great men of the 
world, dominated by high spiritual 
ideals Whether they always 
practical is the question.” 

Asked if he thought the Nazis 
might enter Spain and Portugal 
Smuts said, “The Germans have 
made many blunders. They are 
capable of this one, too.”
